Aviation Corps 

General Chang Hwei-chiang, 
commanding the Canton Aviation 
Corps at Tai-sha-tau, Canton, has 
perfected arrangements to trans- 
fer his headquarters to the Forts 
at Boccas Tigris. He and his men 
will fly over to the Forts, in case 
of the withdrawal of the pro- 
Chiang Kai-shek Cantonese from 
Canton. General Chan Hing-wen 
is now commander at the Forts.

Information authorised by the 

Canton Army Headquarters this 
morning may be summarised as 
follows: 
, Canton Army successfully re- 
pulsed the Kwangsi forces in all 
fronts, including the West and the 
North River sectors. 

Kwangsi troops had at one time 
approached as near as Taitong 
and. beyond Sainam and Hohow. 

The Canton Army has also re- 
captured Hoyuen. The Forts at 
Boccas Tigris will be reinforced. 

Qn the other hand, the. Kwang- 
si spokesman predicts the capture 
of Canton City on or before Thurs- 
day.

The most serious anno pre- 
vailed in Canton on Monday when 
news was -received that Kwangsi 
troops had gained ‘a decisive 
battle at Sai-nam and were 
threatening to take Fatshan, the 
reported fall of which was by no 
means unfounded. On the same 
day, even Government, offices to 
gether with many important docu- 
ments were transferred to. gun- 
boats anchoring in midstream in 
Canton harbour. 
Crisis Averted 

Chen Tsai-tong was 
then ‘attending to military affairs 
on the cruiser “Hen Fu.” During 
the afternoon the critical situa+ 
tion was averted when news was 
received that the Kwangsi troops, 
were forced to retreat to Chin- 
Yuen and Yuen-tam upon the ar- 
rival of a large number of Can- 
tonese reinforcements.

DEATH. OF A P.W.D.| MARSHAL CHIANG’S|}CUSTOMER ‘AND -

CORONER'S INQUEST : SEQUEL 
TO TRAGIC INCIDENT 


JUMP FROM A VERANDAH 


. At the. Central Magistracy, this 
morning, Major C. Willson, O.BE., 
and a Coroner’s jury held an inquiry 
into the circumstances attending the 
death of Mr. William Keegan, a first 
class overseer of the P.W.D., who 
was killed by jumping from an 
upper.floor verandah of the Gov- 
ernment Civil Hospital on the 
morning of May 4. 

The’ first witness called was Mr. 
Edward Newhouse,: in charge of 
the Roads Department, P.W.D. He 
said that Mr. Keegan joined the 


~|Government service in 1920. The 


last time the witness saw him would 
be about May 2, between 10 and 11 
aim, Heé did not ‘then notice any-|* 
thing unusual about Mr. Keegan, 
but then ‘he had had no conversution 
with him. They merely passed each 
other in the corridor. He knew 
nothing of Keegan’s private affairs. 
-Dr. Ware's. Evidence 


Dr, T. W. Ware, Superintendent; 
Government . Civil. Hospital, said 
that Mr. Keegan, ‘whose age was 
given as 40 years, was admitted to 
the hospital at 6.50 p.m., on May 8. 
He personally admitted him.. 

When the witness saw Mr, Keegan 

at the hospital there appeared to he 
no evidence of the disease of which 
he had complained to witnéss, and 
he was Only admitted.to the hogpital 
at his special personal request. He 
then appeared to be normal in other 
Fespects, 
_ The only thing which’ struck the 
witness as abnormal about. Mr. 
Keegan was that he was wearing an 
extra heavy overcoat and -was per- 
spiring freely, as the night was hot. 
The coat was the heaviest overcoat 
that witness had seen, and ‘he found 
that Mr. Keegan was suffering from 
the effects of it. When asked why 
he. was wearing it, Mr. Keegan said 
that he was afraid of catching a 
chill. . 

Previous to May 3, witness had 
seen Mr. Keegan oaace or twice for 
minor complaints such as boils and 
eolds. 

The Fatal ‘Moraing Vs 

Coming to Mr. Keegan’s death, 
Dr. Ware said that on the following 
morning (May 4) the Chief Clerk 
told him that he had received a tele- 
phone message from the out- 
patients’ department, which was 
below, that a European had fallen 
down... Witness proceeded to where 
Mr. Keegan was lying in the mor- 
tuary grounds at the lower ‘hospital 
entrance. When he arrived there 
were Mr. Stewart, two stretcher 
bearers, and the Chief Clerk. 

Witness found that Mr, Keegan 
was unconscious and there .was evid- 
ence of his having suffered external 
injuries to his chest and right leg. 
Mr.Keegan ‘was removed to the re- 
ceiving room, -where his injuries 
were attended to and then he was 
taken: to the ward, where he died at 
about 10 a.m. without regaining 
consciousness, ‘ 

In the afternoon witness held a 
post mortem examination and found 
that Mr, Keegan had broken his

+» YUNNAN 


TECHNICAL EXPERTS © 
' Nanking, May 10. . 
‘Two recorinaissance parties are be- 
ing sent’out.by the Ministry of Rail- 
ways—one for the’ proposed Yunnan- 
Changsha line headed by Chou. Liang- 
ching, and the other for the propos- 
ed Yunnan-Canton line headed -by Li_ 
Yao-ching. Mr. Chou. isa technical 
expert of the Ministry and has been 
-with. the Paotao-Ninghsia Railway. 

Two, other parties are being sent 
out by the Ministry to conduct an 
economic investigation in various 
provinces through which new railways 
will run...” 5 

The first party consisting of four 
technical experts headed by J. #H 
Ling is covering Fukien, Hunan and 
Kiangsi provinces, where lines are 
projected between Nanking-Canton, 
Foochow-Nanchang, and Shiuchow- 
Nanchang. 

The second party of technical ex- 
perts headed by Chang Fu-chuan is 
en route for Yunnan, Kwangsi and 
Szechuan provinces, through which 
lines are projected between Canton- 
Yunnan, Changsha-Yunnan, Liuchow- 
Chungking, and Paoching-Chinchow. 

These two parties are to-study the 
economic functions and_revenue-carn- 
ing possibilities of the lines, The in- 
vestigators have all undergone inten- 
sive training at the Ministry for the 
‘tasks they have been allotted, and 
have been given a special course at 
the Central University here on agri- 
cultural econdmics. Mr. Chang Fu- 
chuan is a mining engineer and geo- 
-logist and was specially appointed to 
head the second party in view of the 
rich mineral products in the Yunnan- 
Kwangsi-Szechuan région, 

Mr. J. J,. Montell, 
way expert, is in Nanking conferring 
with Mr. Sun Fo on the task of im- 
proving railway administration, for 
which he was engaged—Kuo Min.

CANADIAN GRAIN 


MOVING STEADILY TO WEST- 
» WARD MARKETS 


ENCOURAGING PACIFIC PORTS 


‘When the Great Lakes freeze over, 
the only way -Canadiat grain can 
reach the export market over ‘the all 
Canadian route is by way of Van-. 
couver or Prince Rupert. This is the 
chief reason why: we want to encour- 
age the development of all year round 
ports’ on the Pacific,” said George 
Mclvor, general’ manager for the Con- 
solidated -Wheat Pool of Canada in a 
recent interview. « . ° 

Mr. Mclvor- added that it was the 
policy of. the pool to see that every 
bushel’of wheat produced in Alberta 
and in western Saskatchewan should 
find its outlet by the western route. 
The rates now existing from most 
Alberta points and from, some in 
Saskatchewan are’ cheaper to the 
western than to the eastern sea board. 

Commenting upon Mr. Mclvor’s 
stated preference of the Wheat Pool 
for the western route whenever, pos- 
sible, competent grain experts of the 
prairies point out that, due to the use 
by the Canadian National Railways 
of Yellowhead pass, 3,720 feet. above 
sea level, the lowest rail crossing of 
the Rocky Mountains, steady progress 
in the westward movement: of grain 
is inevitable. : 

The Panama Canal offers access to 
the European. markets for west coast 
shipments, while the demand of the 
Orient for cereals is increasing rapid- 
ly. Prince Rupert, served by. one of 
the main lines of the Canadian Na- 
tional, holds an important place in 
the development of this traffic, being 
all of thirty-six hours’ sailing time 
closer to the Orient than either 
Seattle or Vancouver, 500 miles to 
the south.

Cot- 
ton remains steady, no fluctuations of 
any importance having taken place 
since the last report. 

There has ‘been a fair amount of 
enquiry for Poplins, Brocades and 
Striped Shirtings. Further business 
has been settled in these lines, but 
many offers have had to be referred 
back. Manchester prices have been 4 
little easier, but weakness of ex- 
change makes it difficult to connect. 
Some orders are reported to have 
been placed for Black Cambrics, and 2 
small trade has been done in White 
Shirtings for early shipment. The 
adverse situation at Canton 
eaused a temporary setback to clear- 
ances, but deliveries have shown soma 
improvement during the last few 
days. —~ . 

Woollens—A few small lines are 
reported to have been placed on 
Union Geberdines and Union Gash- 
meres, but ‘generally speaking busi- 
ness in Woollens is at a standstill.

_|WARDER MURDERED! 


EUROPEAN 5 W STAMBEED TO 


SINGAPORE PRISON CRIME 
“Singapore, May 18, 

A shocking crime was perpetrat- 
ed in.the Criminal prison early on 
Saturday morning, a European 
warder being stabbed bya Chinese] 
long-sentencé prisoner.as the form- 
er entered the largest workshop, 
housing over a hundred criminals 
of a.bad type. The Chinése was 
engaged asa shoe-maker and jump- 
ing ‘at the warder- a3 he came 
through-the door, he stabbed him 
with a shoe-maker’s knife, twiee in 
the chest and ‘once in the stomach. 
Though mortally wounded, 
warder, a middle-aged man, R. G: 
Dickson, managed to get his gun 
in position and shot at his assajl- 
ant. -Warder Farwell, 2 colleague, 
was close behind and shot at al- 
most the identical moment, think- 
Ing to save bis colleague. The 
prisoner fell ‘wounded... ia the 
stomach. 

The alarm whistle was blown, 
officers. on their rounds “quickly 
gathered and had the position firm- 
ly in hand. Warder Dickson was 
examined by the prison medical 
officer and removed to the 
General Hospital.’ It was stated 
soon afterwards that blood 
transfusion might be neces- 
sary and'a number of European 
members of the prison-staff volun-; 
teered and were asked to hold them- 
selves in readiness. Before any 
such operation could be performed, 
however, Warder Dickson collapsed 
and died. shortly after eleven 
o'clock. 

The prisoner, a Cantonese, who 
was serving a ten years’ sentence 
for attempted murder remains in 
a serious condition. 

Warder Dickson. served in the 
War and attained the rank of cap- 
tain. 
Prisons Department, after demobi- 
lisation, he became an Inspector in 
the police. Nine years ago, he 
joined the Prisons Department once 
again. Engagéd, he was to have 
married shortly, in Singapore. 

That the Chinese prisoner bore 
Warder Dickson a grudge seems ap- 
parent. A month ago, Warder Dick- 
son reported the man for conceal- 
‘ing a pair of scissors, as the result 
of which he was relegated to a 
lower grade. The month's term in 
the lower grade expired on Friday 
and the man had just been sent 
back to his former position.— 
“Singapore Free Press.”

M. Appell. in reporting the French

CHARTER OFFER 


ROOSEVELT'S REQUEST | 


The three-cornered struggle invaly- 
ing the Dollar, Standifer and Roose- 
velt Line interests for the eight con- 
verted Diesel cargo ships which’ tha 
Shipping Board soon expects to have 
ready for service promises to result 


in a bitter contest, especially between 


the first. two groups, which have 
their’ headquarters on. the Pacific 
Coast, says tie “Manila Bulletin.” 
The Dollar Line of San. Francisco, 
has just submitted a proposition to 
the Shipping Board to charter the 
fleet. of eight-modernised vessels and 
use them in the establishment’ of a 


new American line between the Paci-| 


fie Coast ports and Europe the same 
proposal. that-has alrcady been made 
to the- board by the Stndiffer group. 

On the other > hand the Roosevelt 
Steamship Company, of New York, is 
reported te have made application to 
the board some months ago for the 
allocation. of the eight vessels for use 
in strengthening and developing the 
merged: American ‘Indian, Atlantic 
Australian and Atlantic division of 
the Pioneer Line, which the company 
is now operating for the board. The 
ships now operated by the. Roosevelt 
Company include eight or nine ves- 
sels which were Dieselised last year 
and they are regarded as among the 
finest cargo ships afloat. an 

The Dollar and Standifer interests 
claim that their proposals involve no 
expense to the government, but an as- 
sured annual income from charter 
rates, while the Roosevelt Line's bid 
for allocation is based on the gronnd 
that the Shipping Board js Bound to 
support its own lines. 

Shipping men believe that the two 
Pacifie Coast groups will receive..the 
backing of: at least two Shipping 
Board commissioners in the’ persons 
of Captain Samuel S. Sandberg and 
Jefferson Myers, both of whom have 
frequently’ ‘advocated in the past: the 
establishment of an American flag 
service between the Pacific Coast and 
European ports in which more than 
eleven powerful foreign lines. are 
now finding profitable employment, 

Whether the Roosevelt Line, which 
is headed’ by Kermit Roosevelt, will 
be able to mustet enough support in 
the Shipping Board to defeat. the 
move on the part of the Pacific 
Coast, shipping interests had been 
widely discussed. 

All interesting sidelight on the 
Diesel ships’ now: so eagerly sought 
after is that under. the law they can- 
not be sold to private interests with- 
in five years of the date of their con- 


{version unless a purchaser is willing 


to pay $10 a deadweight ton plus the 
cost of their conversion, which in’ the 
case of the eight. vessels now. being 
sought after ranges from $500,000 to 
$600,000. This, coupled ‘with their 
tonnage value, 
$1,000,000: bring their total value up 
to approximately $1,500,000, “a -pra- 
hibitive price for cargo ships in this 
country. z 

The eight ships now being convort- 
ed from steam to Diesel drive are the 
second group in a modernisation pro- 
gramme on which the Shipping Board 
is spending $25,000,000. This second 
group includes the “Galveston,” “City 
of Elwood,” “Oldham Ward,” “New 
Orleans,” Wichita,” “Jeff Davis” and 
“Potter.” 


WHARF STRIKE 


BACK TO WORK ON THE 
SAME DAY 


Between thirty and forty men en- 
gaged in discharging the cargo of two 
ships at Messrs. Mark Brown's Wharf, 
Tooley-street, London, went on strike. 

“Sq far, the reason why the men 
have gone on strike is a mystery,” the 
manager told a reporter. “There. is no 
dispute whatever, and the union officials 
do not know why the men have struck.” 

“We have not issued any ultimatum 
to the men, but it may come to that,” 
said another official, “although I ex- 
pect. the whole thing will soon fizzle 
out.”

HONG KONG TIDE. 


The tide-table given below has been 
obtained by aid of the Tide-predicting 
Machine, which ineludes 40 compon- 
ents for the better prediction of tides, 
from the result of the analysis of the 
tidal observations, taken at the Kau- 
lung tidal observatory under the 
direction. of Dr. Doberck during the 
years 1887, 1888 and 1889. 

The times and heights are given for 
Kaulung; but they may be used’ for 
the Victoria Naval Yard and Aberdeen, 
the differences being very small. 

The times of high-and~ low-water 
must not . be considered to coincide 
with the times of slack-water -and 
change of current, ‘the two phenomena 
being quite distinct. -

The land section of the landing-stage 
is eompleted; the floating section 
should be ready by’ midsummer. AH 
that remains, then, is. for the comple- 
tion of the work on the baggage hall 
and the new railway station. 

This work is at present in its infancy, 
and it is expected that it will. take at 
least. a year to‘finish. 

The extensions will undoubtedly 
have the effect of giving Tilbury a- 
new lease of life as a port. i - 

Sir . Robert McAlpine and Sons 
(London), Lid., are the principal con- 
tractors engaged on’ the work, At 
first 1,500 men -are engaged. Now 
there are only about 350. 

The new dry dock at present is fill- 
ed with water up to river level, ‘and 
divers are engaged daily in blasting 
away the old dock wall which separ- 
ated it from the ordinary wet dock. 
Thé blasting is done by means of gelig- 
nite cartridges, placed in holes in th 
wall, and fired by electricity. 

As soon as this work is completed the 
huge caisson, or floating gate, which 
weighs 480 tons and costs £20,900, will 
be placed in. position. Fhe new dry- 
dock will be“able to accommodate some 
of the largest liners afloat. On each 
side of the dock will be a road and 
railway. 

The work has entailed the substitu- 
tion of 515,008 cubic yards of Tilbury 
marsh clay by 229,000 cubic yards of 
concrete. S 


: New Entrance Lock 

The new entrance lock will-be 1,000 
feet jong between the gates, and 110 
Jeet wide at tHe entrance. The gates, 
which were made by Messrs. Vickers 
Armstrong, Limited, cost £100,000. 

A bell mouth entrance for vessels 
will be formed by timber jetties on 
elher side, 

The landing-stage, at which vthe 
largest liners will be able to set down 
and teke up passengers, is costing 
£361,000. The river section is being 
made by the Cleveland Bridge and En- 
gineering Company, Limited. 

The stage will be 1,150ft. long and 
80ft. wide. It consists of 62 steel 
pontoons, ballasted as required, and 
kept -in position by chain moorings and 
Pivoted steel booms, permitting vertical 
movement throughout the 20ft. range 
of tide. . 

Arterial Road 

The arterial road from London to 
Tilbury should approach each end of 
the landing stage. 

In: anticipation of the — improve- 
ments to Tilbury as a port, there isa 
movement on foot with a view to the 
attainment of the amalgamation of 
Tilbury with its neighbouring town 
of Grays, and surrounding villages, 
to form a great county borough, to be 
called “Thameside.” 

The Tilbury Urban Distriet Coun- 
cil, which is an exceedingly progres. 
sive body, has also been preparing for 
the future by putting into force a town- 
planning scheme, which leaves plenty 
of open spaces for the erection later of 
the important buildings which should 
be in a central position in the town. 

The town’s system of concrete roads 
are famous all over the country.

It appears that many ordinary 
members. think that the asso- 
ciates are attempting to get to 
grips with them for the control of 
the Institution.

We are, in the first place, asking 
for representation in the running 
of the Institution, and secondly, 
are duing our best to further the 
interest of the Club. 


The Suggestions 

I wish to suggest that three 
associate members be allowed to 
sit and vote incommitiee. In the 
event of either the Secretary or 
Treasurer, or both of them, being 
associate members, they are to 
count as associates. In other 
words, there cannot be more than 
three associate votes on the Com- 
mittee. 

My next point is that associate 
members be allowed -to propose 
and/or second candidates for.

Mr. Stokes said it had been sug- 
gested.that without the assistance 
of associate members the Institu- 
tion would become moribund, that 
it would greatly decline and would 
die a premature death.. He was 
not convinced by a very long way 
that associate members desired 
the alteration. He did not think 
that the bulk of associate mem- 
ers were dissatisfied with the 
management.

HOW NEW ‘REGULATIONS 
AFFECTED PLAY ~~ 


SEASON’ 8 FIRST CENTURIES 
London, May 1. 

"The cricket season was officially 
opened to-day in cold and cloudy 
weather. . 

Lord’s, where Londoners had their 
first taste of the season’s cricket, 
and Nottingham shared the distinc- 
tion of :being the first grounds on 


which was tried the experiment re-* 


commended by M.C.C. for a wicket 
an inch higher and an inch wider, 
which will be used in all inter. 
County matches this-season with 
the object of brightening the game. 

At Lord’s, the M.C.C. were op- 
posed to Surrey, and this match was 
regarded as coming under County 
Rules as far as testing the new re- 
gulations was concerned, while 
Nottingham and Essex were en- 


gaged in a friendly match in which. 


the new rules were also tried. 
Cheap Wickets 

The only, other two matches of 
the day were between Worcester- 
shire and the South Africans at 
Worcester, and between the Uni- 
versity and Yorkshire at Cambridge 
both under the old rules, 

The opening play at Lord’s and 
Nottingham produced cheap 
wickets, while the cricket was very 
dull, in marked contrast to the 
bright displays at Worcester and 
Cambridge. 

For the MC.C. Hearne took 85 
minutes to score 37 runs, while 
Douglas only made two scoring 
strokes in twenty minutes, and Cal- 
thorpe obtained only 7 runs in 20 
minutes batting. 

Gunn and Whysall opened the 
Nottingham innings, and the first 
20 minutes’ play produced only 10; 
tuns. At the end of that period. 
Gunn was out for two and Notts 
had 4 wickets down for 30 runs un- 
til courageous Carr, showing the 
greatest contempt for the enlarged 
wicket that he had to defend, hit 
seven 4’s, putting on 71 runs in 50 
minutes in company with Whysall.

But if any- 
thing is really to be accomplished 
we must -begin at the top and not 
only half-way-up the. social scale, 
Some drastic expression of public 
opinion alone can influence the con- 
servative hierarchies which preside 
over unassisted education. 

It is at an early age that famil-. 


farity. with a foreign Janguage can | 


most readily be acquired. But our 
private schools are restricted as to 
the time which can be devoted to 
general instruction and to modern 
languages by the classical standards 
insisted on for admission to the 
public schools, which are still un- 
consciously influenced by the tradi- 
tion of the Middle Ages, when 
schools were founded chiefly for the 
training of those destined for the 
Church or the law. 
Latin Sécondary _ 

In no continental, country with 
which I am familiar does the teach- 
ing of Latin begin until about. the 
age of 12, that is in the secon la¥y 
Stage. If pupils were accepted by 
our public schools without any pre- 
preparation they 
would have had time at the private 
school ito learn how to ase their own 
language, ‘they “éitld become really 
familiar with at least one’ modern 
language and acquire a sound basis 
of genera] education,'a knowledge 
of the things about which the young 
are instinctively desirous to be in- 
formed. The pursuit of knowledge 
might then become attractive in- 
stead of being, as it is too often, 


and ;-

Nor should I, of course, 
contend ‘that efficient instruction in 
foreign languages in the early 
stages would alone suffice for the 
equipment of those who may have 
fo deal with technica] or commercial 
But it 
would at least. prépare the ground 
and make the final stage far easier. 

Shall we continue for ever to give 
little boys who want 40 know about 
the world they live in, its story ‘and 
its peoples, the chemistry of nature 
and the movements of the heavenly 
bodies, an arid nutriment of deriva- 
tions and syntax just because our 
fathers and our grand-fathers did- 
and because we have not paused to 
reflect whether our’ intellectual 
machinery may not be aa far behind 
modern requirements as much of 
our productive machinery seems to 
be?
